Norman  Dexter  is  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Avila  Advantage 
adult  degree  completion  program.  The  Avila  Advantage  program 
has  been  a leader  in  adult  education  in  Kansas  City,  and  has  formed 
numerous  strategic  partnerships  with  local  businesses  and  corpora- 
tions in  an  effort  to  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the  community. 


ACCENT:  Avila  Advantage  has  been  leading  the  charge  for  corporate  partnerships 
in  education.  When  did  this  become  a focus  for  the  program? 

DEXTER:  As  Avila’s  division  for  adult  education,  Avila  Advantage  has  been  serving 
the  unique  needs  of  working  adults  since  the  program  started  in  1997.  In  order  to  bet- 
ter serve  the  education  and  training  needs  of  the  Kansas  City  area,  Avila  Advantage 
has  and  continues  to  make  an  effort  to  take  educational  opportunities  directly  to  the 
corporations. 

ACCENT:  What  types  of  services  do  you  offer  these  corporations? 

DEXTER:  We  offer  degree  completion  programming  at  five  off-campus  locations.  In 
addition  to  our  degree-related  courses,  we  offer  specialized  contract  training  to  sev- 
eral corporations  in  the  area.  In  addition  to  these  options,  Avila  Advantage  recent- 
ly created  the  Avila  Institute  for  Conflict  Transformation  in  order  to  provide  con- 
flict resolution  and  mediation  training. 

ACCENT:  What  do  you  mean  by  contract  training? 

DEXTER:  We  listen  to  the  corporate  leadership  in  order  to  serve  their  unique  training 
needs  and  improve  a corporation’s  productivity.  We  have  been  able  to  provide  local 
corporations  with  everything  from  training  in  writing  skills  to  state-of-the-art  software 
tutorial  classes.  As  you  can  see  from  our  coq'iorate  partner  list,  we  can  serve  a wide 
range  of  corporate  needs. 
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ACCENT:  What  kind  of  competition  exists 
in  the  market  for  these  services? 

DEXTER:  There  are  several  colleges  and 
universities  vying  for  the  degree  comple- 
tion  students  in  Kansas  City.  There  are 
very  few  four-year  institutions  pursuing 
the  kinds  of  partnerships  Avila  Advantage 
is  striving  to  create.

We  asked  Tom  to  give  us  his  thoughts  on  his 
career  and  Avila  over  these  years . 


“Avila  College  has  been  my  career,  my  pas- 
sion and  the  source  of  my  lasting  relation- 
ships for  most  of  my  adult  life.  When  asked 
who  had  the  greatest  impact  on  me,  the 
answer  is  simple:  The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph 
of  Carondelet.  Their  presence  and  values 
permeate  the  daily  life  of  the  college.  No 
one,  student  or  employee,  who  passes 
through  the  institution  can  forget  them  as 
individuals  or  fail  to  learn  and  grow  from 
them  as  a community. 

When  asked  to  compare  Avila  students 
today  with  students  in  1976,  1 can  say  there 
have  been  changes  and  some  things  have 
remained  the  same.  Consider  that  in  1976 
one-halt  of  our  full  time  undergraduates 
were  nursing  majors,  there  were  no  graduate 
programs  and  only  four  percent  of  Avila  full 
time  undergraduates  played  sports  (today, 
the  figure  is  nearly  30  percent). 

However,  the  students  attracted  to 
Avila  today  and  23  years  ago  are  similar  in 
very  important  ways.  The  students  seek  a 
caring  environment  where  they  are  more 
than  a number,  they  still  seek  a quality 
education  and  the  CSJ  and  Catholic  her- 
itage of  the  college.  Also,  the  college’s 
basic  mission  of  helping  students  be  suc- 
cessful and  providing  holistic  learning 
experiences  has  not  changed. 

I cannot  leave  without  mentioning  the 
professionalism  of  the  Student  Affairs  staff. 
Their  professional  credentials,  experience 
and  commitment  have  grown  through  the 
years  until  today  their  skills  are  greater  than 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  college. 
Also,  many  important  services  could  not 
exist  without  our  committed  student  staff 
who  serve  many  critical  functions  such  as 


tutors,  resident  assistants,  mentors,  peer 
ministers  and  many  other  services  to  the 
student  body. 

When  was  the  most  exciting  and  chal- 
lenging time  in  my  experience  at  Avila? 
Today!  Our  current  strategic  plan  gives  a 
clear  picture  of  ‘what  Avila  wants  to  be 
when  it  grows  up’.  Avila  has  staked  its 
claim  to  the  future  with  a greater  emphasis 
on  full  time  residential  students.  The  new 
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serving  in  a leadership  role  has  come  to  an 
end.  Avila’s  mission,  values  and  vitality  are 
much  greater  than  any  individual  or  group 
of  individuals.  I will  watch  with  pride  from 
afar  as  Avila  prospers  and  grows.  This  col- 
lege will  continue  to  have  a significant 
impact  on  the  lives  of  our  students  and  our 
community  and  he  an  effective  agent  for 
change  for  a better  society  and  world.”  ■

The  1998-99  academic  year  was  a year  of  significant  accomplishments  and  important 
steps  to  insure  Avila's  ability  to  serve  our  students  in  the  future. 

There  was  important  professional  development  among  the  faculty  and  staff  and  a 
continued  commitment  to  excellence  in  teaching  and  learning.  Academic  Affairs  also  was 
privileged  to  be  a part  of  the  development  of  Pathways  to  the  Future:  A Strategic  Plan. 
Strategic  planning  activities  resulted  in  the  identification  of  five  market-niche  programs  or 
program  areas.  Three  new  programs  (Early  Childhood,  Computer  Science  and  Sports 
Science)  were  approved  by  the  Board  for  future  development  and  implementation  and  two 
programs  (Psychology  and  Art)  were  approved  for  increased  resources. 

The  Academic  Affairs  division  assumed  responsibility  for  the  Enrollment  Management 
area  including  the  Admissions,  Financial  Aid  and  Registrar  offices  with  the  Academic 
Dean  and  the  Associate  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs.  Dr.  Esther  Mills, 
administering  these  areas.  A new  position  of  Assistant  Dean  for  Academic  Affairs  was 
created  and  implemented  Fall,  1999. 


The  Avila  Advantage  program,  our  accelerated  adult  degree  completion  program, 
continued  to  expand  while  generating  3949  credit  hours.  Avila  Advantage  now  offers 
courses  on-site  at  several  prominent  Kansas  City  businesses  including  AT&T  and  the  Ford 
Assembly  plant. 


Avila  students  can  now  access  holdings  of  26  other  libraries  since  the  Avila  library 
joined  the  Kansas  City  Library  Consortium  in  July  1998  and  the  staff  completed 
the  conversion  to  the  new  system  by  January.  1999. 

Nearly  all  faculty  were  involved  in  some  type  of  scholarship  including 
accreditation,  presentations,  publications  and  professional  service. 

Both  the  faculty  and  staff  are  to  be  commended  for  their  outstanding  work.

The  Student  Affairs  division  was  honored  to  provide  leadership  to  three  of  the  six  strategic 
planning  work  groups  during  this  past  year:  The  Commission  on  Co-curricular  Programs, 
which  I co-chaired  with  Joe  Deighton.  Associate  Dean;  the  Barriers  work  group,  which  I co- 
chaired with  Brian  Moore,  Director  of  Upward  Bound;  and  the  Facilities  and  Services  work 
group,  which  I co-chaired  with  Blake  Fry.  Director  of  Student  Activities  and  Marian  Center. 
These  three  groups  had  the  broadest  membership  of  any  work  groups  with  more  than  30 
members,  including  faculty,  staff,  and  nine  students. 

While  still  in  process,  the  implementation  of  new  co-curricular  programs  emphasizing 
debate,  cheerleading,  football,  intramural  sports,  and  student  involvement  are  underway. 
Recommended  changes  in  facility  planning  will  be  complete  in  January  2000,  and  the 
evaluation  of  Barriers  work  group  will  be  complete  in  fall  1999. 

Each  step  brings  us  closer  to  the  vision  of  a campus  with  more  than  500  resident  students  in 
a variety  of  living/learning  environments,  greater  campus  vitality,  and  continued  diversity, 
excellence,  and  value-based  programs.

Campus  Renewal 

In  order  for  Avila  to  provide  excellence  in  education  and  service  to  its  students  and  the  community,  the 
following  campus  renewal  areas  were  identified  as  the  greatest  needs  of  the  college: 

Renovation  / New  Construction 

O'Rielly  Hall 

Built  in  1963  as  the  first  academic  building  on  the  new  campus,  O’Rielly  Hall  has  well  served  the  needs 
of  the  college  over  the  years.  In  addition  to  general  classrooms  and  faculty  offices,  O'Rielly  houses  all 
the  science  and  most  of  the  computer  laboratories.  The  campaign  allowed  renovation  of  the  science  prep 
areas,  redesign  of  the  laboratories  and  faculty  offices,  and  a drastic  improvement  of  the  computer 
facilities  that  support  both  the  academic  and  administrative  computer  needs  of  the  campus. 

Maintenance  Building 

In  order  to  return  space  being  used  for  storage  of  maintenance  supplies  and  equipment  to  instructional 
venues,  it  was  essential  to  construct  a separate,  visually  compatible  maintenance  building  on  the  campus. 
This  facility  will  also  improve  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  campus  maintenance  and  preservation 
by  centralizing  the  storage  and  use  of  maintenance  supplies  and  equipment. 

Capital  Improvements 

It  was  essential  for  the  college  to  maintain  its  physical  plant  and  equipment  while  engaged  in  new 
construction  and  renovation.  It  was  necessary  to  provide  major  repairs  and  improvements  in  a number  of 
campus  areas.  These  expenditures  will  include,  among  others,  maintenance  and  repair  of  parking  lots 
and  general  building  maintenance. 


Technology 

The  second  goal  in  the  Campus  Renewal  section  of  Avila’s  Strategic  Plan  was  to 
"Integrate  Technology  with  the  Learning  and  Working  Environment.”  Initial 
implementation  of  this  goal  in  1994  led  the  college  to  the  investment  in  and  installation  of 
one  of  the  most  extensive  local  area  networks  (LAN)  of  any  college  campus  in  the  Kansas 
City  metropolitan  area. 

At  the  same  time,  the  college  secured  a grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  to 
connect  the  campus  to  the  vast  resources  of  the  Internet,  thus  providing  access  to  the 
information  superhighway  for  every  student  and  member  of  Avila's  faculty  and  staff. 

The  Pathways  Campaign  sought  to  replace  the  present  administrative  hardware  and 
software  system  which  was  purchased  in  1987.  A new  system  is  serving  these 
administrative  activities  of  the  college:  admissions,  financial  aid,  registration  / academic 
history,  student  billing,  degree  audit,  fiscal  reporting,  payroll,  personnel,  development/ 
alumni,  and  library  system. 

Goal:  $2,600,000  Total  Raised:  $2,692,032 

Endowment 

Prior  to  the  launch  of  the  Pathways  Campaign,  the  value  of  Avila's  endowment  stood  at 
$2.9  million.  Through  this  campaign,  the  college  enlarged  the  endowment  fund,  in  order 
to  generate  ever-increasing  income  to  support  the  operating  budget.  Specifically, 
endowment  funds  were  sought  for  student  financial  assistance  and  unrestricted  use.

Student  Financial  Assistance 

Substantial  financial  assistance  is  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  both  traditional-age  and 
nontraditional-age  students  wishing  to  attend  Avila  College.  Therefore,  funds  for  annual 
scholarships  and  grants  were  a critical  component  of  the  Pathways  Campaign.  These 
funds  will  be  used  for  academic  scholarships,  performance  grants,  and  need-based  grants.

Annual  Fund 

Avila  College  must  rely  on  the  generous  annual  support  of  its  alumni  and  friends  to 
undergird  the  financial  structure  of  the  institution  and  allow  the  college  to  operate  on  a 
balanced  budget  of  approximately  $14  million.  These  funds  will  be  used  to  support  the 
unrestricted  general  needs  of  the  college.

The  Statement  of  Activities  contains  three  columns  of  figures.  The  Unrestricted 
group  consists  of  revenues  that  have  come  from  normal  operations,  such  as  tuition, 
room,  board,  investment  income,  and  gifts,  which  are  unrestricted  (can  be  used  for 
any  purpose),  and  the  expenses  related  to  generating  that  revenue. 

The  Temporarily  Restricted  group  includes  gifts  restricted  by  the  donor 
for  specific  purposes.  As  the  monies  are  used  for  the  purpose,  or  when  the  time 
restrictions  have  been  met,  they  are  released  and  are  transferred  to  the  unrestricted 
column,  where  the  expenditure  is  shown.  The  largest  segment  in  Avila's 
Temporarily  Restricted  net  assets  is  over  $5,000,000  of  facilities  and  equipment 
purchased  with  gifts  which  are  used  up  over  the  life  of  the  asset.  Other  items  in  the 
category  are  for  scholarships,  study  grants,  etc. 

The  third  column  is  labeled  as  Permanently  Restricted  and  includes  gifts 
restricted  by  the  donor  to  be  either  general  or  restricted  endowment.  In  these 
endowments,  the  principal  is  not  available  for  use,  but  only  the  investment  income. 
Since  annuities  are  also  reflected  in  this  group,  an  adjustment  is  made  annually  for 
the  remaining  liability  on  annuities  in  force.
